BALLINA IMPORTER’S 


ALLEGATION, 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Joseph Murphy, merchant and importer, 
Ballina, sought an injunction to restrain the 
River Moy oe ete Commissioners, Ballina, 
and their servants from, as alleged, giving an 
undue and unreasonable preference to James 
Murphy, the chairman of the Commissioners, 
or any other person, in the management and 
regulation by them of the facilities “nd con- 
veniences for shipping under the statutory 
control and authority of the defendants at 
Ballina. ; 

The plaintiff alleged that the defendants 
exercised an undué preference by a resolution 
of September 14, 1931, which purported to 
provide that James Murphy, who traded in 
Ballina as Murphy Brogs., should have a 
preference over all other importers of grain 
in the use of the elevator whenever he 
required it for his trade and business. 

The defence was a traverse of the plaintiff's 
cause of action and a denial of the enhiota 
which he made in support of his claim. 

The Attorney-General, Mr. Leonard, K.C., 
and Mr. Micks (instructed by Mr. E. A.

THE OUTPUT OF BEER 
AND SPIRITS.

CAUSE OF THE DECLINE. 


At the usual weekly meeting of the Com- 


ners’ Protection Association in the offices, 
Commercial Buildings, Dame street, Dublin, 
the Vice-Chairman, Mr. Thomas Gafiney, 
who presided, referred to a statement which 
ascribed to the growth of temperance the 
enormous falling off in the output of beer 
and spirits retained for home consumption 
in the Saorstat since the year 1924/5. hey 
all welcomed the great improvement that had 
taken place under the head of temperance 
since the beginning of the present century, 
but to attribute the astounding drop in the 
output of beer and spirits in recent years to 
that cause was not in keeping with the real 
facts, Anybody who gives a thought to 
the matter must realise that the decline in 
the industry is due to economic pressure and 
the effect of the high taxation on the native 
beverages, Where was the growth of tem- 
perance in those districts of the country 
where poteen-making is rampant?

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Fair which is to be opened to-day 
is the fourth Exhibition to be held at 
Cork. Many will remember the . Inter- 
national Exhibition which took place (in

(which passes the grounds) is said to be 
one of the finest in the world. 

Looking from the entrance hall, one gets 
a complete perspective of the whole ex- 
hibition. The buildings are designed on 


| simple lines, and are decorated in a bright 


and pleasing colour scheme. The same im- 
pression of cheerfulness is carried out ih 
the grounds themselves, which are laid 
out ‘in flower-beds, thus giving the whole 
place a pleasantly informal air.

The 
grounds behind this comprise the Agrical- 
tural section, and are made up of demon- 
stration plots and sections for poultry and 
horticulture.

EVERY FEATURE. 


A detailed description of the various 
sections would be impossible, but it can 


be taken for granted that almost every 
feature of Irish industry and agriculture 
has been presented. The most that can be 
done is to give a general indication as to 
what may be found in the different halls. 

The two Industrial Halls contain, of 
course, examples of the principal mann: 
factures of Ireland. The exhibits include 
the biscuit and confectionery trades, the 
boot and shoe trade, and examples of other 
branches of Irish industry, such as cloth-' 
ing, furniture, electric appliances, tractors 
and many other products, The manufac- 
ture of clothing has made great strides in 
Ireland during the last. few years, and, in 
view of this fact, the working exhibits in 
the clothing section should be of great 
interest.

AMUSEMENTS. 


Beyond the Restaurant stands the 
Amusements Park, claimed to be one of 
the finest.in Europe. Its attractions in- 
clude a scenic..railwav, a large dance 
pavilion, an elaborate waxwork show, and 
many other diversions, some of these being 
of a very-novel type. - An oriental -touch 
is introduced hy a construction represent- 
ing ‘‘ astreet in Egypt,” and there will also 
be a Senegalese village, where natives will 
be shown engaged in their home life and 
occupations. Great pains have been 
taken to obtain the latest novelties for the 
Amusements Park, which should. prove 
almost as great a draw for visitors as the 
Exhibition itself. 


CORK BUSINESS MEN. 

Any mention of the Fair would be in- 
complete without some reference to the 
way in which it was conceived and carried 
through. The Free State Government has 
given its aid readily and generously, but 
the chief credit for the project must go to 
a little group of Cork business men. 
Senator Crosbie, perhaps, deserves the 
main praise, but anyone who has been 
even a little behind the scenes knows how 
much hard work was put into the scheme 
by several other men. 

The conception of an international 
exhibition, and its subsequent abandoning, 
did not help to create confidence in the 
we idea, which was, after all, the 
appier one. It was by sheer tenacity 
that the committee overcame this pre- 
judice, so much so that, when guarantors 
were asked for, they responded in a 
manner that was almost embarrassing. 


The same phenomenon occurred when it | 
| came -to the question of allocating space. 
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It had been decided to keep only one hall 
for industry, but the demand was so gréat 
that the committee were forced to re- 
arrange their plans, and allow the exhibits 
to overflow into another hall. 


SPEEDY WORK. 


The preliminary. work has been got 
through with a speed that has surprised 
most people. Last autumn the oakibition 
site was nothing but a long, barren field, 
and it was not until October 8th that Mr, 
Cosgrave turned the first sod. In eight 
months the grounds have been levelled and 
laid out, the agricultural section planted 
with scores of different crops, a motor 
park provided, the halls constructed, and 
exhibits installed. In addition, of course,

Trish Laces. 


The development of a lace industry 
among the patients of Peamount Sana- 
torium, recently referred to at the annual 
meeting of the Women’s National Health 
Association of Ireland, reminds me of the 
time - "en Irish lace-making was 4 
flourishing industry. Although the 
making of lace was practised many 
centuries ago in France, Italy and 
Flanders, Irish women have evolved 
several varieties of lace now known as 
Irish all over the world. Carrickmacross 
lace, a point lace of great beauty, made 
of cambric «ppliqued on net, is one of the 
most individual of Irish laces. Youghal 
lace and Limerick lace are laces of infinite 
delicacy of texture. Limerick lace, which 
is really a fine embroidery on net, was 
made very extensively at Cork at one 
time, and we are chiefly indebted to the 
Cork School of Art for the great mereve 
ment in its pattern variety. Although 
Irish crochet had a great vogue some years 
ago, the demand for it gradually lessened 
on account of the inability of workers to 
continue the turning out of new designs. 
Since then matters have greatly improved, 
and a clever lace-maker to-day can copy 
almost any pattern, so that she has an 
almost inexhaustible store of designs. Since 
there is always a demand for the beautiful 
hand-made laces of our country, there 
seems no reason why the near future should 
not see a revival of an art which has 
always been regarded as one of Ireland’s 
special industries. 


The Modern Fraulein. 


A friend of mine who writes from Ger 
many is most interesting on the subject 
of the modern German girl. She and her 
sisters, in spite of many old-fashioned 
accomplishments, are by no means unpro- 
gressive. Their mothers, however, famed 
for their skill as housewives, have been 
at pains to teach their daughters their 
housekeeping duties. Domestication has 
marked effects on the appearance and taste 
of Germans, and my friend tells me that 
they look particularly attractive with 
their hair neatly pulled back from their 
faces and knotted behind, their fair com- 
plexions innocent of powder or rouge, and 
their plain and simple clothes of good cut.

CHAMPION. BOY ORATOR 


TO COMPETE AT WASHINGTON 


Cold logic triumphed over fiery eloquence | 


at the Engineers’ Hall, Dublin, last night, 
when seven of [Ireland's budding orators 
talked for ten minutes apiece for the honour 
of representing the Free State at Washing- 
ton in the International Oratorical Contest. 
Every competitor delivered a set oration for 
six minutes on one of four selected subjects, 
and spoke extempore for four minutes on the 
uestion, ' That increased transport facili- 
ties do not tend to promote the happiness of 
mankind.”’ 

The winner, R. E. Boden, a pupil of Bel- 
wedere College, Dublin, delivered a cleverly: 
reasoned address on “ Ireland's contribution 
to world civilisation,’’ while A. Kelly, of 
Mountjoy School, Dublin, who was awarded 
second place, delivered a remarkable speech, 
full of poetry and colour, on ‘‘ The literary 
genius of f[reland.’’ For competitors. of 
under nineteen years of age, both were extra- 
ordinary efforts, difficult to compare on ac- 
count of the different standards by which 
they were to be judged, but Boden scored 
on his extempore speech. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, the Consul-General 
of the United States (Mr. Balch), and Pro- 
fessor Magennis, who were the judges, con 
fessed that the standard had been extremely 
high, with a very small margin between the 
winners and the competitor whom they had 
rated lowest, while two other competjtars— 
D. Greene, of St..Andrew’s College, 
and DD. Gannon, oí oneal College, 
Sligo—certainly deserved something. 

A second prize of £16 was raised by a 
collection among the audience, the Director, 
the Rev. C. B. Armstrong, having pointed 
out that last year, as a result of an award 
of £20 from the /rish Times, the runner-up 
was given a three-weeks holiday in Paris. 


INTERNATIONAL CONTESTS. 


The purpose of the contests, which are 
confin to secondary schoolboys, under 
nineteen years of age, was explained by the 
Director, who said that they had their begin 
ning in 1924, when an American. national 
oratorical contest of secondary schoolboys 
was held at Washington. In 1926, so in- 
teresting and stimulating had they proved to 
the youth of the country, that it was de- 
cided to make them international, and in 
1950 the Irish Free State was invited .to 
compete. 

The seven finalists last night, oí whom five 
were irom Dublin, one from Bray and the 
other from Slign, were selected by the Pro- 
fessors of English Literature of Dublin Uni- 
versity and the National University on their 
written orations.

travellers sailed ona Friday than on any 
other day of the week proves that the bad 
luck attributed to this particular day is not 
believed in by seafarers alone. It is difficult 
to discover the origin of this long-standing 
superstition. Many of the nautical doctrines 
have been handed down from the British 
Navy, but a glance at its records show that 
several of its outstanding victories took place 
on a Friday. The Spanish Armada was 
scattered on Friday, July 29th, 1588, Van 
Trump was defeated on Friday, June 15th, 
1653. The American Fleet was over- 
come on Friday, July th, 1778. 


Rodney smashed the French on Friday, April | 


12th, 1782, and, in the same year, the French 
and Spanish Fleets were 
Gibraltar on Friday, September 13th. 

The sailing ships, to a great extent, 
cherished sea superstitions, and even ship- 
owners accepted the most trivial excuse from 
a captain should his ship be ready for sea 
on a Friday, yet fail to make a start. The 
objections to whistling on deck during a gale, 
the carrying of a corpse on board, and the 
inclusion of a parson among the passengers 
seem to have faded with the arrival of steam, 
but the luck of the black cat is still pro- 
verbial. Sometimes, especially during the 
War, the youngest midshipman would be sent 
ashore and ordered not to return without 
this mascot. One cannot but admire the 
enterpfise of a certain youth who, rather than 
fail in his mission, dyed the white patches of 
a black and white puss with ink. 

A GALLANT EXPLOIT. 

Last Thursday a small vessel, of 134 tons 
register, entered the River Liffey so un- 
obstrusively that it was difficult to believe 
that, thirteen years ago, she figured in 
one of the most gallant exploits in the naval 
history of the Great War. She is the Roya! 


Iris, of Zeebrugge fame, formerly a Mersey- | 


side ferry-boat, but now owned 
Palmer, of Cork. During the summer 
months she will be used as a pleasure 
steamer, and will take sightseers around the 
liners which will visit Dublin Bay during the 
Congress. 

As one looked at the passengers who 
thronged her decks last Sunday, it was hard 
to imagine how she appeared in the search- 
lights at one minute past midnight on St. 
George’s Day, April 25rd, 1918. Her decks 
seething with fighting men, she went along- 
side the Mole at Zeebrugge in the face of 
terrific fire from the enemy. Here scaling 
ladders were thrown against the wall, but, 
as this method of disembarkation had to be 
abandoned, she proceeded alongside the old 
cruiser, Vindictive, in order to use her as a 
gangway for the landing party. It was the 
very daring of the attack which brought it 
to a successful issue, and enabled the Vin- 
dictive and another vessel, filled with 
concrete, to be sunk in the fairway used by 
German U boats. 

FIFTY-ONE YEARS OLD. 

The week started quietly on the river, so 
far as foreign arrivals were concerned—an 
inaction to be expected after the recent rush 
of grain-carriers from the Australian ports. 
To many people who interest themselves in 
our shipping the arrival of the little ketch, 
New Design, proved to be a greater attrac- 
tion than that of any steamer. Her namo 
makes one wonder if those who built her at 
Bridgewater, fifty-one years ago, departed 
from some orthodox method in hull-construc- 
tion, hoping, perhaps, to improve her sailing 
qualities. She is one of the few small sailing 
craft which have not been fitted with a 
motor, and she made her sage to Dublin 
solely under the influence of an easterly wind. 

The first oversea visitor of the week did 
not make her appearance until Thursday, and 
proved to be the Rad (2,597 tons register), 
of Dubrovnik, with a cargo of wheat from 
Kuenos Aires. She is commanded by Captain 
hivdalo. ile considers that Buenos Aires, 
situated as many as 150 miles from the 
Atlantic up the Rio de la Plata, is the most 
up-to-date city in the Argentine Republic.

yesterday in Academy House, Dawson | 
street, Dublin. | 

Senator 8. L. Brown presided over a large 
attendance. 

The Committee's annual report, which was 
read by Mr. C. B. Moffatt, Honorary’ Secre- 
tary and Treasurer, bore welcome testimony 
from many parts of the country to the way 
in which birds have increased, both in 
numbers and in tathenéss, under the bettor 
srotection aow given them. By far the most 
important event of the year was the setting 
up, on the North Bull Island, Dollymount, 
of the first sanctuary for wild birds estab- 
lished on Irish soil. ‘The success of the move- 
ment to have this sanctuary established 
afforded the Committee the greatest possible 
gratification. Special thanks were due to 
the Most Rev. Bishop Plunket, the owner 
island, for very generous financial 
help, as well as for aiding the effectiveness 
of the Order by extending it to game birds. | 
The Royal Dublin Golf Club, the City Cor- 
poration and the Port and Docks Board were 
thanked for their help.

them to capture in their own land, and the 
raids that unscrupulous wholesale collectors 
and their agents (almost invariably from 
oversea) endeavour to make on the known 
breeding haunts of our rarest birds, with a 
view to making a clean sweep of the eggs. 
From both these pertis tne Committee are 
able to report that, with the invaluable help 
oí the Civic Guards, our birds have been 
successfully protected during the past year. 
Vigilance is stil] needed to check the export 
trade in goldfinches,.of which a considerable 
number continue to be caught, with a view 
to sending them away, chiefly through Ulster, 
into Great Britain. On November 27th last 
two large consignments of birds, destined for 
Northern Ireland, were simultanedusly 
stopped—one at Cavan Railway Station, of 
fifty-six goldfinches, and the other, of seventy- 
five, labelled for Cavan, at Castlepollard, 
Westmeath. Prosecutions followed; and the 
birds were set at liberty. Within the past 
few weeks a case was brought by Superin- 
tendent Bergin before the District Court at 
Kells, in which a man who had twenty gold- 
finches in his possession was about to send 
them for sale in Dublin. These birds were 
— given their freedom. The help of 
county Councils, Civic; Guards and of the. 
local watchers had defeated 


two of the rarest birds bred in/ 


AIR-GUN PERIL. 


The Committee regretted to say that the 
a cheapness of air-guns appeared to 
lave @ very demoralising effect on the 
minds of many of the younger members 
of .our community, who take á delight 
In exercising their skill with these 
weapons on the little birds around them, 
and it was hoped that ‘no effort would be 
spared by teachers and parents to bring 
about a better feeling. 

Among the striking events of the vear was 
the passing through the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland of the most advanced and 
drastic measure for the protection of birds 
that has yet been adopted in this country. 

Moving the adoption of the report, Senator 
Brown said that it was far the most satis- 
factory report that they had ever had. The 
year of which it was a record had been, he 
said, a year of splendid progress in the’ pro- 
tection of our birds. In the first place, there 
was the operation of the Wild Birds’ Pro- 
tection Act of 1930, which came into force in 
June, 1930, so that last year was the first 
whole year it had been in operation. The 
administration of that Act had been a great 
success, The reports from all parts of the 
country showed that it was being  adminis- 
tered most successfully, A number of birds.

The report of the Committee of the Society 
showed an increase of £476 in revenue, Making 
a total of £4,956 14s.

It was 
stated that during the period ander review 
there had been much to show that the work 
of the Irish Missions to Jews was not in val! 

The Bishop of Kilmore, the chair 
man, remarked on. the ever-growing num- 
ber of Jews in the world, and said that when 
it was appreciated that the Jewish race had 
produced such men of genius as Kar! Marx 
and Trotsky, the danger of letting such people 
live without the light of the revelation would 
be realised.

I farmers to pay their ae | purchase 
annuities has placed the County Council 
in an unpleasant financial position, 

Some weeks ago it was intimated to the 
Counc! that in consequence of the deficit in 
the payment of annuities a sum of more than 
£13,000 had been deducted from the agricul- 
tural grant payable to the Council. To meet 
the situation created by this deduction the 
Council decided to apply to the National 
Bank, the Council’s treasurer, for an ad- 


ditional overdraft of £13,000. The bank has 


The Assistant Secretary said that as the 
result of receiving a number of grants they 
were in credit in the National Bank at the 
moment, but after a month or so the sub- 
sidiary bodies in charge of the institutions 
would require a good deal of money. The 
Council could carry on for 4 month, but at 
the end of that time they would require the 
overdraft.

E Irish Free State Football Association 

has played its twelfth international 

game, andin it hastaken a revenge for 
the first defeat which it sustained in Paris io 
1924 at the hands of the Datch Olympic ‘team 
of that year. The revenge brought by time 
has, in this case, come with justification, 
because, while the Netherland representatives 
were forttnate to defeat us in France, there 
was no possibility of doubt about our 
suj eriority on Sunday. 

About 30,000 spectators crowded the 
Stadiam at Amsterdam for this meeting of a 
fully representative side of Ireland and the 
Netherlands (which were confined to an 
amateur selection at Paris), and the weathe: 
conditions for the game were ideal. Vu! 
Harris, in whose capable hands “the well: 
being of the players reposed, told me that 
his inspection of the playing pitch reveule:l 
that it was both firm and true, and wouid 
furnish no obstacle to our team. Fairly 
heavy showers on Saturday helped rathe 
than marred the conditions.

NO WEAK SPOTS. 

Inside five minutes I was fairly certain 
that, of the Irish Free State’s twelve inter 
national teams, ail of which I have watched, 
this was the best. Long before half-time | 
had no doubts on that point. In all the 
previous games I had seen numerous weak 
spots develop in our teams. In this team 
the only anxiety I had was in regard to the 
tendency of the two inside forwards to assist 
in the defence instead of playing their more 
natural ré/e of attackers, and in Kelly a 
proneness to try his luck in shooting when 
an inside pass might more appreciably have 
benefited his side. It would, however, be a 
gross injustice to imply that these faults

McCARTHY'S FINE SAVES.
